MISJUDGING AMERICA AGAIN 
4 
The gross misreading of American sentiment 
by Germany iti' 1914 and up to the time of our 
declaring way on her, now ranks high among his­ 
toric blunders. That this national folly may be 
repeated in the matter of .the war indemnity there 
are unhappy signs. A frequent saying today in 
Berij^ns “We have the moral support of America.”

Mainly, the same sort of evidence that led 
them to their earlier and fatal mistake. 
They 
listen to the voices of. certain mushy-minded 
Americans ^sjio see crimes everywhere except in 
Germany.^ Above all they appear to be giving 
credit once more to the assurance of a handful of 
German*Americans. 
These are the gentry who 
meet and solemnly resolve 
th at. they 
elected 
Harding president and therefore ought to have a 
man of German birth in his cabinet. Doubtless 
they are urging the German rukrs to bold out on 
the question of reparations until a Republican ad­ 
ministration comes in to make everything easy 
for Germany. 
To act on this would be another 
disaster for Germany. In this country it is not a 
question of politics or parties, or of one section of 
the land against another, American opinion— 
opinion that counts—is united is this matter. The 
feelings and‘purposes that were fixed in the war 
have not suddenly vanished. No sensible Ameri­ 
can has a vengeful desire that as a punishment for 
her sins. But that her military machine must be 
smashed beyond repair, and that she muit bl com­ 
pelled to make good, to the limit of her power, the 
frightful destruction that she wrought—this Is 
as near a settled American conviction a» anything 
that could be named! We have no doubt that Mr. 
Harding shares it. Certainly he would not ven­ 
ture to go against it. If Germany deludes herself 
into thinking that he may, then she has another 
sorrowful awakening in store.—New York Times.
